Where the Hitch Was,

The Herald's corrempondent gives this as his solu-
tionfof the “why and wherefore” of the resignation :—

1t appears that Borie has been anxious for some
time past to lay down the robes of office, He was
not over anxious to work himself, and it is whispered
that while he was perfectly willing that Admiral
Porter should run the department, he was not
Aaltogether pleased that the public press should give
FPorter the credit for it. Borle, though not regarded
here as & man of much force or abliity, was never-
theless considered a good fellow, and had made
many friends. He was famous for his good dinner
the rare quality of his wines and clgars, both o
which he imports for Wris-own private use,

Fortune and Fame when Least Expected,

The President, it seems, met Mr, Robeson, the
new Secretary, for the first time at West Point
during his recent vigit there, At that time he was
on the lookout for & new Secretary of the Navy, and
took @ fancy to Mr. Robeson, On Wednesday, a
week the Presldent wrote to Mr. Robison, offer-
ing him Horie's place. Mr, llobeson took a week to
consider the matter, and finally signified his accept-
ance In a letter recefved by the President last Wed-
negday, The new Secretary I8 the best looking man
in the Cabinet. He ls quite large, with a forid com-
plexion, and whont forty-five years of age. Upto
the time of his appointment he was Attorney-Gene-
ral of New Jersey, and 1s sald to be a lawyer of con-
slderable ability.

Some (uestions Settled.

The correspondent adds: —

Among the ramors anoat is one to the effect that
Boutwell and Hoar will be the nexttogo, People
who pretend to know all about it look lntensely wise
and predict that George 8, Boutwell will not be at
the head of the Treasury two months hence, and
that, ndeed, his successor has already been agreed
upon. So far as your correspondent can make out,
however, there 18 no grovnd for this rumor as afMect-
ing Boutwell, though there does seem to be some
reason for the bellel that Hoar will not remuip much
lopger in the Cabinet, Boutwell and Fish per-
haps, the two members of the Cabingt, next to Raw-
linw, strongest ln the esteem of President Grant, and
therefore it seems highly lmprobable that Boutwell

will go out,
Probably Improbable.

The change has a greater effect on the Pennsylva-
nians than upon other folks. 'I‘lu‘f are in o great
rage at loging thelr representation in the Cablnet,
The idea that a great State like Pennsylvania shonld
be kept out and o little potuto-pateh like New Jeor-
soy awarded a Cabinet officer seems to them utterly
reposterons. They ndmit that they were not satis-
ted with Borde, but they blame the President for
not selecting another and more popular man from
that State. The Pennsylvanin politicians say
the effect of this Cabinet change will be
anost disastrous upon the approaching Gubernstorial
e¢lection in thelr State. Even the most sanguaine
begin to entertain doubts of the ability of the radi-
cals to carry the State, which at the best 18 expected
to be very close. The Republicans say the Fmplu of
Pennsylvania will regard the actlon of the President
ih not selecting & successor to Borle from the old
Keystone as a snub, It will cool the ardow of the
Republicans, while it will give courage to the Demo-
crats,  Altogether, Pennsylvania is decldedly dis.

Extraordinnry Cenflession,

An extraordinnary confeaslon of murder I8 reported
t0 have been recently made i the nelghborhood of
Hull, Englsnd.

BAN Fraxcisco, June 25.—Senators Wade and
Conkling and the Committes of Ways and Means of
Congress to-day met a number of leading merchants
and bankers and the represcentatives of six Chiaese
companlies of this city. After an exchange of com-
pliments, one of the Chinese representatives made a
gpeech, expressipg the hope that the Govermment
would double the subaldy of the China line, and ran
4 semi-monthly steamer. Ile suggested that if
Congress pasges laws giving full protection to the
Chinese, it would be the means of Inducing capit-alists
from China to invest their money in this country.
He complained of the unjust luws of Californin pre-
venting the Chinese from testifylng in the courts,
and laying = slmnlnl tax on Chinese miners, collect-
ing 86 per head from each Chingman who enters the
State. They were satisfied with our treaty with
China, but wanted the protection it promised, He
recommended the members of the committee to
converse with his countrymen here, and hoped that
on thelr réturn they would sr(-uic favorably of the
Chinese to the Government of the United States,

He was then ecwmployed, on the principle of “sot a
thief to catch a thier,” as leader of the Austrian
troeps in thelr campalgn sgndnst the brigands; aoa
he proved so suecessful in his new cnreer that ina
short time the conntry was almost entirely cloared
of the robber bunds. He was then tried in & clvil
conrt for his former offenses, and wus sentenced,
together with his band, to eighteen years' hard
labor, As soon, however, as It became known that
he was lu prison, the brigands again began to show
themselves, and thelr depredations have now be-
come 8o formidable that the Government has de-
clded to lHberate Skondrich and employ him as boe-
fore, in the pursult of his former comrades.
